The people of the United States cannot af- 
ford to risk the dignity of American citizen-

Health Commissioner Orders 
Inspectors to Begin Work 
_ in Lodging Houses 
Today. 


MANY CASES IN BLOCK. 


Consumption Fatal to Scores in 
Clark Street, Where Places 
. Are Most Numerous and 
Law Ignored. 


More rigid sanitary inspection of Chicago 
lodging houses, especially those tn the crowd- 
ed districts, will follow revelations made 
by Dr. W. A. Evans concerning the great 
number of cases of consumption in these 
hotels of the poor. Health Commissioner 
Reynolds yesterday said he would order his 
men to make an immediate investigation 
of the conditions. The work will be begun 
today. 

“I recognize the conditions are bad," said 
Dr. Reynolds. “The health department 
does its best with a limited number of in- 


generally are willing to codperate. The 
lodgers are a transient class and apt to in- 
elude consumptives. If we can induce the 
enforcement of anti-spitting regulations a 
prolific source of contagion will be abol- 
ished.”’ 

Clark Street Block Is Bad. 

Dr. Evans, in an address before a univer- 
sity extension class, gave statistics indicat- 
ing that most of the patients at the Dun- 
ning consumptive hospital came from lodg- 
ing houses. He cited one block in Clark 
street where the number of cases of tubercu- 
losis exceeded that of the “lung block” in 
New York City. 

This block extends from Van Buren to 
Harrison street. In it are more lodging 
houses than in any other block in the city, 
and these during the last four years have 
sent 1388 tuberculous patients to Dunning. 
The New York block, twice as large, had 
265 cases in nine years. 


Where Tuberculosis Is Common. 

Other lodging house districts where tuber- 
culosis has claimed many victims are as fol- 
lows: 

One hundred and fifty numbers in West Madison 
street, west from Jefferson street, from which 1590 
cases were registered at Dunning. 

State street, from Congress to Eldredge court, 
‘From 449 State street twenty-five cases were reg- 
_Astered. From the block south of Taylor street 
forty-five cases were registered. 

99 Van Buren street, from which fifteen cases 
were registered. This is the Vestibule, the largest 
lodging house in Chicago, with a capacity of 690. 

103 Desplaines street, seventeen cases. 

The larger lodging houses-tn Clark street 
between Van Buren and Harrison streets, 

and their capacity, which always is taxed, are 
as follows: 


The even | umbers are on the west side of 
the street. On the east side is “ China- 
town.” 


Room Crowded with Men. 

The Vestibule, in Van Buren street, is one 
of the better lodging houses. Patrons ascend 
a wide flight of marble stairs, much in need 
of’ scrubbing. Bronze swinging doors give 
promise of better things. In the large room 
at the top of the stalrway yesterday after- 
noon 200 men were smoking, reading, talk- 
ing, and spitting. The foul air there is de 
clared to be a potent source of tuberculosis. 

When Manager Richard Harvey had his 
attention called to the number of consump- 
tives sent from the Vestibule, he said he 
“supposed it was true.”’ 

“It is not many when you consider that 
690 men sleep here every night,"" he ex- 
plained. ‘‘ We try to keep the consumptives 
away, but they drift in here before we know 
it. The hotel would not take them even if 
they had money, which they never have. It 


we have to pay for an ambulance to take 
them away.” 


Believes Spitting Is a Cause. 

It was suggested that the spitting habit 
tended to spread the disease. 

**] know it does,’ was the reply, “ but if we 
stopped spitting here the lodgers would go 
somewhere else and we would have to go 
out of business. If every other lodging house 
proprietor would stop the habit we would be 
glad 

Mr. Hi®@vey thought the inspectors “ got 
around as often as was necessary.”’ 

Theoretically the lodging house owners are 
supposed to limit the number of their lodgers, 
having one to each 400 cubic feet, but the 
cheap hotels are overcrowded, and the venti- 
lation is bad. A law that the rooms shall be 
fumigated once a week is said to be a dead 
letter. 

Supt. M. G. McHugh of the Dunning con- 
sumption hospital believes a more rigid in- 
spection of the lodging houses, together with 
an educational campaign, would greatly 
lessen the number of cases of tuberculosis. 

“The consumptives should be removed 
from the lodging houses @s soon as the nature 
of their disease is discovered,” he _ said. 
“ There is no way to remove them by force, 
but the lodging house proprietors would not 
object to losing them."’ 

Lodging House Last Refuge. 

Dr. «ane said that in many instances the 
victims contracted the disease before they 
came to the lodging houses. 

“The lodging house,"’ he declared, “ is the 
last refuge of the consumptive. ‘“ When 
he contracts the disease he perhaps is mak- 
ing $5 a day. The next year his earning 
capacity is cut to §2.50. Finally he makes 
but $1 a day, and becomes so weak that he 
can afford nothing but a 10 cent bed ina 
lodging house—then to Dunning and the 
end. 

“In Chicago the housing situation should 
be simpler than in the east. There is more 
room here and small excuse for overcrowd- 
ing. The fewer tenement and lodging houses 
the fewer will have the disease. Meanwhile 
a rigid inspection of the lodging houses is de- 
sirabie.”’ 

Record for Week Broken. 

“The marked and sudden increase of 
deaths from consumption—amounting to 
nearly 40 per cent more than the average 
of the previous nine weeks—coupled with a 
decrease of 23.5 per cent in the deaths from 
| pneumonia, forms another erratic feature in 
the mortality report for the week,” says the 
health department in Its bulletin, “ The 
eighty-six deaths from consumption are the 
greatest number ever reported in any single 
week, while the 127 pneumonia deaths are 
the fewest since the week of Dec. 26,"

SEEKS ‘WHITE WINGS 


City Club Will Urge New System 
in North Side District. 


ALL STREETS TO BE CLEAN. 


Reduetion Are Favored. 


To sweep the streets of the north side each 
day with a brigade of “ white wings” and 
to keep the alleys and premises of that dis- 
trict clean by a daily house to house collec- 
tion of all waste and ashes is the experi- 
ment proposed by members of the City club 
as a result of the lectures given in Chicago 
by Maj. John McGaw Woodbury, commis- 
sioner of street cleaning in New York. 

Members of the city council have become 
interested in the project and will be asked 
to support a measure to provide for funds 
to carry out the experiment. The plan will 
be presented so action may be taken im- 
mediately after the aldermanic election. 

River and Lake Boundaries. 

The district to be cared for will be between 
the river and North avenue, with the lake 
as the eastern boundary and the north 


branch of the river on the west. If equip- 


ment cannot be obtained to provide for clean- 
ing the whole of this territory then only 
such part as can be handled satisfactorily 
will be taken. 

Police will be assigned to see that every 
house and flat has two metal lined recep- 
tacles—one for ashes and one for table waste 
~—and keeps the ashes and waste separate. 
In case of any violation, such as the mixing 
of the two In one receptacle, a policeman will 
be sent to the house with power to make an 
arrest. All rubbish must be tied in separate 
bundles ready for the collector. 

A central receiving station for all waste 
will be established under the plans, prob- 
ably on the bank of the north branch of the 
river. If this is done it is said the refuse 
will be taken from the receiving station in 
scows down the river to the bridewell at 
Twenty-sixth street and California avenue, 
where it will be handled with bridewell] 
labor. If the cheaper transportation of the 
river cannot be utilized the refuse will be 
hauled to a distance by trolley. This will 
do away with long hauls by city teams. 

Reduction Plant Is Planned. 

The plan includes the erection of a plant 
for the reduction and incineration of garbage 
in the neighborhood of the bridewell. Every 
effort will be made to utilize everything of 
value in the waste. Rubbish will be sorted 
over and part ofit sold. Ashes will be used 
for making land or far building purposes. 

The white uniformed ‘sweepers, or “‘ white 
wings,” will be selected with care and will 
be under almost military discipline. Their 
uniforms will be changed three times a week, 
and the force will be subject to frequent in- 
spections to see if their buttons and helmets 
are kept polished and bright. 

‘** We have been working with the aldermen 
interested in street cleaning and the handling 
of the city’s waste, and we hope to have the 
proposed experiment under way this spring,”’ 
said Walter L. Fisher of the City club yes- 
terday. ‘‘ The plan could be carried on ina 
small way at the start. A receiving station 
could be rented, and teams and other equip- 
ment engaged by the day or year. All the 
equipment would have tobe absolutely undef 
the control of those in charge for the city. 
Police power would be essential to enforce 
compliance with the rules laid down. As soon 
as such a plan is put in operation absolute 


cleanliness is assured.” 


COLOMBIA GIVES UP PANAMA.

Citizens Made While You Wait. 


Many thousand immigrants arrive at the 
dock in New York in the morning, are trans- 
ferred to Ellis island in the government 
barge, examined by the.medical inspectors, 
and, having passed the ordinary tests as to 
general morality, are free on the streets of 
New York long before nightfall. Most of 
the stories which have been circulated re- 
garding conditions at Ellis island are gross- 
ly false. They have been originated by 
steamship companies and by other interested 
parties, who naturally do all “hey can to 
break down. the execution of the existing 
immigration law and at the same time fight 
any extension of it. ¥ 

The process of executing the immigration 
law is an extremely interesting cne, in view 
of the vast number of immigrants who are 
given detailed examinations in such a short 
time. I hope later on to describe this, but 
for the present refer to it merely to epxress 
the opinion, after careful observation, that 
the existing law Is a fair: one as far as it 
goes, that the interests of all concerned are 
fairly well safeguarded, and that there is 
little or no injustice to the incoming tmmi- 
grant. Most of the people who ought to be 
barred out under the existing law are de- 
ported. The problem, therefore, is not one of 
administration but of legislation. 


Ignorant Must Be Shut Out. 


Something must be done, and it must be 
done soon, to keep up our American standard 
by preventing ignorant aliens becoming citi- 
gens. The right of-suffrage, which.is now 
granted to the foreigner after a year. or so 
in some states, should be taken away. A 
strict educational test should accompany al! 
naturalization papers. No naturalization 
should be granted to any one until the intend- 
ing citizen has produced a certificate of his 
examination at Ellis island or, any other port 
where he may have passed through the usual 
test. 

A system of card indexes has been pro- 
vided at Ellis island by which every steerage 
passenger is given an individual record, 
which is preserved in the files. The facts 
as to his medical examination are all de- 
tailed—whether he can read or write and 
what is his general mental, moral, and finan- 
cial condition. In the cases where detailed 
examinations have to be made by the med- 
ical inspectors or by the boards of special 
inquiry the facts are noted on the card in- 
‘dex, and they can be, and should be, supplied 
to the naturalization court prior to the issu- 
ance of citizenship papers, An educational 


in the naturalization court, and is probably 
equally desirable at the port of arrival. 


Congestion Must Be Stopped. 


There remains then the question of conges- 
¢ion along the seaboard. This is a matter 
which cannot be directly prohibited, but I 
may say I believe a system can be devised 
which will result in distributing a great 
many immigrants to the interior and doing 
it in such a way as to benefit the newcomers 
as well as the section of the country where 
labor is actually needed. By far the greatest 
danger of the enormous increase in immi- 
gration from southeastern Europe comes in 
the fact that these people persist in packing 
themselves into the tenement districts in 
New York, Philadelphia, and Boston. If a 
system can be devised which wil induce 
them to go west and south their power for 
evil would be decidedly minimized, the labor: 
market would be benefited in the places. 
where it most needs it, and the country would 
be the gainer by the transaction.

A FITTING MEMORIAL. 

Regardless of the sentimental! reasons for 
a downtown emergency hospital in memory 
of the Iroquois theater victims, the condi- 
tions of this crowded district are all suffi- 
cient. It is one of the most congested sec- 
tions to be found anywhere in the world. 
Half a million people mill and grind in its 
thoroughfares six days in the week, mip- 
gling almost inextricably with the surface 
ears, trucks, drays, and other vehicles that 
center there, ‘In such a district the chance 
for accident and for sudden illness requir- 
ing near at hand the best of emergency hos- 
pital treatment is something not to be over- 
looked.

POOLROOMS AND TELEPHONES. 
The poolroom proprietors, having lost the 
ticker service, have fallen back on Ahe tele- 
phone service. If they were to lose that 
also they would find it hard to carry on busi- 


‘ness and to take in the $200,000 per day 


which it is said their receipts amount to. 
As “corporations have no souls,” and the 
Chicago Telephone company is no exception 
to the rule, there is no reason to believe that 
the. gamblers who run the poolrooms will 
be deprived of the facilities for carrying on 
an iniquitous business unless they fail to 
pay their telephone bills. They are making 
so much money that they are good pay and 
are safe from molestation. 

The general manager of the telephone 
company says he wishes it understood that 
it “does not sanction race gambling by 
allowing its wires and instruments to be 
used for that purpose. This is a public 
service corporation, and as such necessarily 
furnishes service to many persons who may 
be engaged in an objectionable business,” 
A telephone company is not required to fur- 
nish service to a person whom it knows to 
be engaged in an unlawful business. When 
it does so knowingly it shares in that man’s 
guilt, no matter if it is a public service cor- 
poration. 

The general manager says that if a man 
who asks to have a telephone installed can- 
not furnish the proper reference or has no 
business standing, “ we charge him in ad- 
vance for the service.” One would imagine 
that when a man who had no business stand- 
ing asked for a telephone there would be 
some investigation to discover whether he 
was not engaged in an unlawful business. 
There appears to be no such inquiry. The 
suspicious character is simply required to 
pay in adyance. Probably all the poolrooms 
have to do that. 

“It will be admitted that even if the com- 
pany were to make inquiries in advance into 
the lawfulness of the business of question- 
able applicants for telephones, as it does 
into their ability to pay, it might some- 
times be imposed on, but what excuse can 
the officers of the company give for allowing 
an instrument to remain in a poolroom 
after they know itis there? If information 
is given the company that certain instru- 
ments are used for illegal purposes, will 
its officers order them removed, or will they 
contend that a public service corporation is 
not morally responsible for the illegal use 
of its service, or that the money it gets for 


|, that service is not tainted? 


The general managersays: “ Personally, 
I believe that race gambling has grown to 
objectionable proportions in Chicago.”

SERVICE PENSIONS AGAIN. 

_ The Washington correspondent of a New 
York paper says that serious consideration 
is being given a proposition that the pension 
Office shall broaden by interpretation the 
scope of existing laws so as to give service 
pensions to the soldiers of the civil war. In 
this way the necessity for the enactment 
of service pension legislation by congress 
will be obviated. 

It is intimated that some of the “ Jead- 
ers” favor this procedure, mainly because 
it will shift responsibility for an unpopular 
measure from the legislative to the execu- 
tive department of the government. 

It may be asked how the pension office 
ean lawfully give pensions to soldiers who 
are not entitled to them by any act of con- 
gress. The answer is that in interpreting 
pension laws it is the rule of the office to re- 
gard all acts as practically one act. An act 
of 1887, thirty-nine years after the close of 
the Mexican war, allows all veterans of the 
Mexican war who have reached the age of 
62 a pension of $8 a month. It would bean 
accommodation to gentlemen who dislike 
the labor and publicity connected with forc- 
ing a pension service bill through congress 
if the pension office would hold that the act 
of 1887 implied a desire on the part of con- 
gress that pensions shall be given to all 
veterans who have reached the age of 62, 
thirty-nine years after the war in which they 
fought. Jt is now almost thirty-nine years 
since the civil war ended. 

It is said that the attention of the com- 
missioner of pensions has been called to the 
subject. He will be a most liberal con- 
structionist if he considers that he has au- 
thority under the act of 1887 to grant pen- 
sions which congress has been asked in

BREAK UP THE BUSINESS. . 

. If a postmaster believes that the increased 
business of his office justifies a larger allow- 
ance for clerk hire, rent, or supplies, it is 
legitimate for him to call the attention of 
his official superiors to the matter. The 
postoffice department has the data regard- 
ing the increase in business. If doubtful as 
to whether it is genuine and ‘likely to con- 
tinue it has special agents, one of whom it 
can send to investigate. The entire matter 
is one between the postmaster and the de- 
partment. No third party, though he be 
senator or representative, is called on to in- 
termeddle. 

If congressmen had kept out of matters 
which do not concern them and had not acted 
as lobbyists for postmasters who were in a 
hurry to get increases to which they were 
not always entitled there would have been 
no Bristow report and no congressional hys- 
teria. When representatives say that their 
duty, to their constituents requires them to 
importune bureau chiefs for extra allow- 
ances for postmasters they say what is not 
true. It is no more their duty to do it than 
it is of a Chicago alderman to get pardons 
for constituents who have been given lodg- 


ings in the bridewell or who wish to be | 


bailed out of a police station. 

The congressman does not lobby for the 
postmaster in order that constituents may 
have better postal facilities, but to induce 
the postmaster to stick by him and work for 
him. The head of a bureau tells the con- 
gressman that as a favor to him the matter 
will be attended to at once, and thus the 
bureau chief gains an influential friend. 
Everybody concerned in the business is 
looking after. his own nal interests. 
Nobody gives a thought to the “ constitu- 
ents.” 

The postmaster who invokes congression- 
al influence in matters which lie exclusively 
between him and the department should be 
dismissed. Congressmen should have enough 
self-respect to keep them from haunting the 


rands and incurring the risk of getting 
mixed up with men like Machen and Beav- 
ers. They ought to know that when they 
ask for favors they are expected to recipro- 
cate, and that they cannot always honorably 
do so. 

There should be no entangling alliances 
between the legislative and executive de- 
partments.

weut too far in at least one instance. Speak- [ 


ing as he did in the presence of an expert 
sanitary engineer from New York, too, he 
might have been more careful, especially as 
this expert had found fault in particular 
with the ash problem in Chicago. 

Many property owners in Chicago have 
reason to remember the orders issued four 
years ago authorizing the confiscation of all 
wooden receptacles for mixed ashes and 
garbage and requiring the substitution of a 
metal can for garbage and a metal can for 
ashes. In this manner the refuse of house- 
holds was to be separated and be kept 
separate in garbage wagons. But what 
was the result? Hundreds of good citizens 
bought the two cans required. Their house- 
holds carefully kept kitchen refuse and 
ashes separate, only to find in scores of un- 
paved alleys that the garbage can was 
emptied and the ash can left to overflow 
where it wquld. Perhaps a certain quantity 
of ash deposits in a muddy alley is even a 
good substitute for mud. But that was 
four years ago. The result now is thatin. 
miles of alleyways on the great west side 
the ash heaps are mountainous to a degree 
forbidding the passage of vehicles. Alter- 
nating layers of snow and ashes, together 
with the cold,. have made these heaps firm 
as Gibraltar. It is to be questioned if some 
of them will be free of frost before the mid- 
dle of May. Yet thousands of dollars were 
invested in the metal cans that were to have 
made ash removal easy and scientific past 
any possibility of criticism from either Maj. 
Woodbury or Secretary Pritchard. 

The truth of the matter is that Chicago 
is not nearly so cleangis it would like to be, 
either with respect to its streets or its alleys. 
But what can it do? Ashes are ashes and 
they must accumulate in such a winter as 
is just leaving us. There is no known 
method in the New Thought that will cause 
them to disappear, and as to the street clean- 
ing department it has been out of commis- 
sion for at least four years.

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RAND DUKE FREDERICK AUGUS- 
TUS of Oldenburg, who has run over 
for a few days’ visit to this country 
and is sailing again for home tomor- 
row, Is a level headed and singularly 
practical sovereign. For when a few years 
ago his subjects, who number about 300,000, 
declined to comply with his wishes with re- 
gard to some measures which he desired to 
be enacted, he at once closed up his palaces, 
placed his court officials on half pay, and 
went abroad with his wife and children. This 
quickly brought his people to their senses. 
The absence of the beigning family and of 
~all court life resulted in such bad times for 
the trades people and for the working classcs. 
and of course for the official world, the court 
constituting the only attraction to strangers 
and’ the only means of bringing money from 
the outside into the country, that he was 
entreated to return. and the assurance given 
to him that his wishes would be obeyed. 
Although the grand duke is by no means 
the first foreign sovereign to visit this coun- 
try, the emperor of Brazil and the king of the 


to have received a welcome in the United 
States, yet it is doubtful whether there has 
ever been a prince of more ancient lineage 
to land on these shores than this sovereign 
of one of the tiniest of the petty states of 
the German empire. For he is descended in 
a direct line from Wittekind, the celebrated 
leader of the heathen Saxons against Char- 
lemagne, and his house has furnished in the 
past sovereigns to Denmark, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Russia, and Greece. The resent czar, 
the kings of Denmark and of Greece, the em- 
press of Germany and her brother, the duke 
of Schieswig-Holstein, and the queen of 
England all belong to branches of the Olden- 
burg dynasty, attention having been recently 
called to the Russian emperor’s connection 
therewith by his renunciation of whatever 
rights he possessed to the succession of the 
crown of Oldenburg in favor of Duke Fred- 
erick Ferdinand of Holstein Sonderburs- 
Gluckburg, whose wife is a sister of Empress 
Victoria Augusta. 
——_ 

The present grand duke does not enjoy the 
best of health, and about two years ago was 
forced to retire to a sanitarium to undergo a 
prolonged period of rest from the fatigues 
entailed by the. government of his grand 
duchy, with its area of a couple of thousand 
square miles, and its population of about 400, - 


4 000 people. He is, however, an amiable, ac- 


complished, and well meaning. ruler, free 
from the eccentricities of his wonderful oid 


the kaiser. 

The late grand duke was not only a bitter 
foe of Prussia but Nkewise entertained pro- 
nounced leanings towards socialism. For 
years he was one of the most constant sub- 
scribers of the Social Democrat, the organ of 
advanced and militamt socialism, which is 
published at Zurich in Switzerland, being so 
strictly forbidden by law in Germany that 


| the mails do not dare to carry it. It was for 


this reason that instead of being posted to the 
grand duke in ordinary newspaper wrappers, 
it was mailed to him each week in special en- 
velopes, franked with his name, which were 
sent by his secretary to the publisher of the 
paper for the purpose. In 1864 he was, as 
head of the Oldenburg @ynasty, to which the 
ducal house of Schleswig-Holstein belonged, 
a claimant to the duchies of Schleswig and 
Holstein, not only on his own account but 
also on that of Czar Alexander IJ., who had 
waived his own pretensions to the duchies 
in favor of the grand duke. The latter was 
forced to withdraw his claims in 1866 by 
Prussia, receiving by way of compensation 
for the incorporation of the duchies into the 


marks and:certain territorial indemnities. 


The present grand duke is through his first 
marriage a brother-in-law of Prince Arthur 
of Great Britain, duke of Connaught, and is 
on friendly terms with the latter. Broken 
hearted by the death of his first wife, Prin- 
cess Elizabeth of Prussia, a sister of the 
duchess of Connaught, he was compelled by 
dynastic considerations to wed in the follow- 
ing year Duchess Elizabeth of Mecklenburg, 
sister of Prince Henry of the Netherlands. 
For, from a German and from an Oldenburg 
point of view, it was imperative that he 
should have a direct heir to the throne, which 
otherwise eventually would have gone to his 
cousin, duke Alexander of Oldenburg, who, 
born at St. Petersburg, is, like his son and 
his own father and grandfather before him, a 
Russian to the core in all save name and title. 

True, the grand duke has an only brother. 
But the latter is an invalid and will never 
marry and could not be considered as an 
obstacle to the succession of his Russian 
kinsman. The grand duke has by his second 
marriage an only boy, now 7 years of age. 

One of the most remarkable members of the 
house of Oldenburg was the late Duke 
Elimar, an uncle of the grand duke. He was 
one of the most popular playwrights in Ger- 
many, and his farces and comedies presented 
on the stage as written by “ A. Quenther ” or 
by “I. Maler,” are familiar to almost every 
German playgoer on both sides of the At- 
lantic. Duke Elimar served with distinction 
in the war of 1866, and in 1870, but was so 
horror struck by the scenes which he wit- 
nessed on the field of battle that he took a 
prominent part in the work of the inter- 
national peace societies, several letters and 
pamphlets bearing his name having appeared 
in print upon the subject. Like so many Ger- 
man princes, he looked for beauty and charm 
rather than rank in seeking a wife, and in- 
stead of marrying a princess of the blood 
contracted a morganatic alliance with a 
peasant girl, upon whom the emperor of 
Austria conferred the title of ‘‘ Baroness 
Vogel von Friesenhof” at the time of Ker 
marriage, subsequently creating her son, 
born of this union, a count of Welsburg. 


Although the union between the crown 
prince of Montenegro and his wife, Duchess 
Jutta of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, still remains 
childless, yet her elder sister, Duchess Marie, 
married to the French count de Jametel, has 
just, after five years of marriage, given birth 
to a son, who is therefore a great-grandchild 
of the old blind grand duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, and of his English consort, a sister 
of the venerable duke of Cambridge. The 
married life of Count Jametel and of his Ger- 
man wife has not been entirely free from 
clouds and unpleasantness. On several occa- 
sions, indeed, it was announced that they 
had separated. But all difficulties seem now 
to have been smoothed away, and the couple 
are living in apparent happiness at a charm- 
ing place bearing the name of Villa Marie, at 
St. Germain-en-Laye, in the outskirts of 
Paris. 

The count, who owes his title to the late 
pope, is a good looking man, but of plebeian 
extraction, his father having kept a drug- 
gist’s store in the St. Denis quarter of the 
French metropolis before making a large 
fortune by the discovery and exploitation of 
some patent medicine. The count managed 
in some way at Trouville to attach himself 
to the train of the Infanta Eulalie, who, like 
her mother, old Queen Isabella, has the 
mania for picking up and admitting to her 
intimacy all sorts of strange people without 
regard to their status and antecedents, pro- 
viding they are amusing and presentable. 

The infanta made him acquainted with 
+ Duchess Marie of Mecklenburg, who was 
living at the time under an assumed name 
at a seaside resort near by with a duenna. 
The unfortunate girl had allowed herself to 
become to such an extent compromised at 
Neu-Strelitz by a foolish indiscretion in 
which an unscrupulous domestic, who after- 
wards endeavored to blackmail both herself 
and her family, was concerned that it was 
impossible for her to remain in Germany, 
where the scandal had made an immense 
noise, while any royal marriage for her was 
out of the question. Endeavors were made to 
arrange a match between her and her cousin, 
Prince Francis of Teck, but they fell 
through, and so when young Jametel made 
an offer for her hand, and managed to win 
her affection, his suit, after some hesitation 
on the part of her royal relatives in Ger- 
|}many and in England, was eventually 
countenanced, the Protestant marriage tak- 
ing place in England at Kew in the presence 
of several members of the English royal 
family, including the present princess of 
Wales and the kind hearted Queen Alex- 
andra. 

Count Jametel, however, soon managed to 
offend the latter through his letter, published 
in the London Times by the present Arch-

A Master Pianist. 

We of today are apt to think of the last 
century as having contained the “ palmy 
days ”’ of plano playing. Unapproachable, it 
seems, must have been the time when a’ 
Liszt, even though in comparative retire- 
ment, was still able to exert his matchless 
magic through the medium of the keyboard, 
when a Rubinstein with all his leonine 
strength and volcanic temperament, could 
@emonstrate how overpowering piano play- 
ing could be made, when a Billow could 
elucidate all that was most complex and in- 
volved in piano literature, and when the 
memory was still fresh of the playing of that 
master poet, Chopin, of the elegant Mendels- 
sohn, of the scholarly Moscheles, and the 
graceful Thalberg—he who “ could play vio- 
lin on the keyboard’ An age such as was 
this must have been indeed of brilliancy, 
and it is but natural to think of it as an age 
never to be equaled. 

Listening to the piano playing of Ferrucio 
Busoni yesterday afternoon, the thought 
constantly recurred that we of today are liv- 
ing in a period of pianism just as brilliant as 
was the one im the last century to which we 
look back with so much of respect and won- 
der. With a Busoni, a Reisenauer, a Pader- 
ewski, a a Rosenthal, a Godowsky, 
a Pachmann our concert stage we may 


well wonder if the “ palmy days” of plan- 


ism is not our own day rather than a full 
half century past. Technically these men 
cna certainly do all that any of the players 
of that bygone golden age could do. The 
Liszt and Chopin etudes, which to the ma- 
jority of the pianists of fifty years ago were 
almost impossible, are today accepted by 
both artist and public as a matter of course. 
The Brahms Variations, which in the olden 
time would have caused all save possibly 
Liszt and Rubinstein to pause, find today 
numerous performers and interpreters. The 
last sonatas of Beethoven are frequent on 
our programs, and even the Chopin-Godow- 
sky paraphrases—the Liszt etudes of our 
day—are beginning to find fearless souls with 
wizard fingers who attempt them. There is 
nothing that the giants of the oMen days did 
which our giants of today cannot do, and 
ours are many in number. 

Among these giants whom we may call 
our own Mr. Buson! certainly stands emi- 
nent. Such playing as he did at his recital 
Wednesday evening and again yesterday 
afternoon is exceptional even in this day of 
great achievement. His programs ranged 
from Bach and Beethoven to Chopin, Liszt, 
and Brahms, and it were in truth difficuli 
to find aught to criticise unfavorably in 
his treatment of any of these masters. Ex- 
ception might, be taken, perhaps, to some 
thing he does—personal taste and preference 
might wish in some instances 4 closer ad- 
herence to the letter of the composer’s work, 
and hairsplitting criticism might complain 
of some undue liberties in the matter of 
rhythm, tempo, and dynamic—but no one 
who is seysitive to tonal beauty, to strong, 
potent musical Individuality, and to all that 
constitutes the clear revealment of the spirit 
of a composjtion, regardless of the slavish 
adherence to the printed letter, will find any- 
thing save enjoyment, artistic gratification, 
and uplifting of mind and soul in listening 
to the playing of Mr. Busoni. 

Technically, there is seemingly nothing 
he cannot do. He threads the fearful intri- 
cacies of the Brahms-Paganini Variations 
with a surety, an ease, and an intellectual 
poise and repose which make his unraveling 
of these rhythmic and musical tangles not 
only apparently simple but a source of tonal 
delight. He transforms the entire last set 
of Chopin Etudes from a series of digital 
showpleces into a succession of beautiful 
tone poems fragrant with sentiment and 
fantasy, and the Liszt-Paganini Etudes and 
the two Legends he makes so rich in color, 
so exquisite in light and shade, that they 
take on the semblance of paiftings. Mas- 
terful in every respect—technically, inter- 
pretatively, emotionally, menjgally—is the 
playing of Ferrucio Busoni, and those who 
heard him Wednesday and yesterday heard 
piano playing which was as complete, as 
interesting, and as picturesque as it is apt 
to be their privilege ever to hear. 


A New Contralto. 

Miss Muriel Foster made her first appear- 
ance in Chicago yesterday afternoon at the 
Hamlin concert. The English contralto 
proved a singer of fine abilities. Her voice 
is rich, full, and vibrant, of unusual sonority 
and warmth, and excellently schooled. She 
sang “ Che faro’’ from ‘** Orpheus ’’ with ad- 
mirable tonal smoothness, with abundant re- 
pose and breadth of style, and with full ap- 
preciation of the musical and emotional con- 
tent of the arfa, A group of French songs 
and an encore in German showed her a heder 
singer of taste and individuality. Mr. Ham- 
lin gave a group of songs and Mrs. Collins 
played several piano numbers in finished, 
graceful manner,

In many cases 
heir reply is, “ Of course I know how to 
hold my needle, when I can help to make 
my own dresses.” 

Rut later developments most always show 
entidy, uneven needlework, brought about 
by careless methods allowed in the begin- 
ning of their efforts at sewing. These are 
the cates harcest to instruct. as they chafe 
under the instructor’s criticisms and de- 
mands “rip out’ and “do over” that hem, 
this seam.

APPLE LOAF.—Take from raised bread 
dough enough to make a small loaf. Work 
thoroughly into it one tablespoon butter, 
one-third cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon cin- 
namon, and two well beaten eggs. Add flour 
sufficient to bring to the consistency of a 
soft dough, knead lightly, and let rise. Di- 
vide into thirds and roll each out on the 
board until the size of the pan. Lay one 
piece in the pan and spread over it an inch 
layer of tender sour apples, chopped fine. 
Pour over a scant tablespoon melted butter, 
cover with the second piece of dough, add 
another layer of apples, more melted butter, 
and the third sheet of dough. Brush with 
milk and let stand till quite light. Steam 
one hour, place in hot oven till lightly 
browned, and serve in slices with sugar and 
cream. | 

FRIED APPLE SAUCE.—Wipe and core 
red, tart, firm-apples, and cut into eighths. 
Melt one tablespoon butter in a frying pan. 
pack in one quart prepared appfes, cover 
closely, and draw to one side, where they 
will cook without ‘burning. When tender, 
put another tablespoon butter in bits on top, 
sprinkle over enough sugar to have them 
pleasantly tart, and increase the heat slight- 
ly. When they begin to color on the bottom 
turn out on hot dish. Serve hot or cold. 

APPLES IN JELLY.-—Six large apples, 
peeled, cored, and quartered. Make a sirup 
with one cup each sugar and water, to which 
is added the juice and a little of the rind of 
a lemon; bring to boiling point, skim, and 
remove the rind. Into a flat dish or pan, 
preferably agate ware, lay the apple quar- 
ters singly im the sirup. When the pieces 
are tender, remove carefully from the sirup 
into a flat glass dish, first tempered with hot 
water, add one tablespoon granulated gela- 
tine dissolved in a little cold water; stir und 
pour over the fruit, stand in a cool place, 
and when cold dish out each plece of fruit 
surrounded by a jelly of just the right solid- 
ity. Mrs. 8. W. L. 


APPLE SLUMP.—Put quartered or sliced 
apples into a deep kettle, add sugar and one 
spoonful butter, and cook until the apples 
are partly tender, put over them a rich bis- 
cult crust rolled out two-thirds inch thick, 
cover, and let the apples simmer gently 
forty-five minutes; uncover and place in a 
hot oven until browned. Nice for lunch.

APPLE CROQUETTES.—Stew apples ina 
little butter with a tiny bit of sugar; when 
quite cold, with the aid of a few bread crumbs 
shape the apple into croquetics about 1 inch 
in diameter, rollin bread crumbs ard beaten 
egg and fry. Serve with chops, prettily ar- 
ranged on the platter. 

APPLES IN VANILLA. SIRUP.—With 
the aid of a vegetable spoon scoop out apples 
into balHs, cook in a sirup flavored with va- 
nilla, serve hot with a sprinkling of finely 
chopped pistachios and serve. Or, peel and 
core apples, boil in a flavored sirup till tender 
but firm, scatter over with sugar and burnt 
almond, and set in oven till a delicate brown. 
Garnish with bits of marmalade or jelly. 

CELERY-APPLE SALAD.—Dice the ap- 
ples and cut the celery into half inch pieces, 
arrange in the salad dish with first a layer of 
apples, then a sprinkling of capers. next layer 
of célery, and «ver this three or four otives 
cut in thin slices, and so on till the dish ‘s 
full. Make a dressing of a saltspcon of salt. 
a good dash of cayenne pepper, juice of one 
lemon, six tablespoons olive pil. Pour over 
apples and celery ten minutes before servi:.g. 

APPLE SAUCE WITH ORANGE JUICE. 
—Stew the apples with the peel of one orange, 
when cooked press througa a si>/73, add 
brown sugar to :aste. and:the juice of cne 
orange to one pint of apple. Cook two min- 
utes more and set aside to coni. Or, stew ap- 
ples till tender, press ~hrougn sieve. and 
when cold beat up with ws'l whipped cream, 
one pint of cream to vie quart apple sauce.

juice, two teaspoons sugar; add one cup 
flour and, little by little, one gill cold water;

Four of Them Claim Votes Credited to 
the Governor—Lowden Managers Is- 
gue Statement That the Result in 
Winnebago Is Satisfactory and the 
County Convention Will Give Their 
Chief a Showing—Estimate of In- 
cumbent’s Ultimate Strength. 


Four of the candidates for governor con- 
tend that actual ‘conditions justify a revision

Yates; that 
he has eleven instead of eight in Iroquois, 
and that six in Jefferson are just as sure 
for him as is the one set down in the gov- 
ernor’s column for the governor. 
Roy O. West says that Henry county’s 
seventeen are for Charles 8. Deneen. and 
should be placed to his credit. Asa certair 
percentage of the delegates are given to each 
candidate as the result of primaries rather 
than instructions voted by conventions Mr. 
West's contention was that Henry properly 
belonged in the Deneen list. The reports, 
however, divide the delegation between De- 
neen and Yates. 

Congressman Warner, through Manager 
Eversman, claims Jackson county’s ten dele- 
gates. The delegates were selected by Con- 


man, Warner is assured of their gupport. 
They have not been claimed by any of his 
rivals. Mr. Warner also lays claim to two 
delegates in Jefferson county, two In Me- 
Henry. and two or more in Iroduols. The 
managers of Frank O. Lowden’s campaign 
say they have written assurances from a 
number of districts credited to Yates that the 
delegates are not for the governor,: never 
were, and never will be. 

As these matters were being discussed dur- 
ing the afternoon the Lowden bureau gave 
out a statement to the effect that the fight 
ins Winnebago county was regarded as satis- 
factory, and that after the convention Low- 
den will have a share of the delegates.

Assistant Chief Schuettler 
Will Prosecute in the . 
Criminal Court. 


NEW PLANS FOR CRUSADE 


Lower Tribunals Found to Be 
-Ineffectual in Stamping 
Out the Evil. 


The hitherto unavailing practice of prose- 
cuting podlroom gamblers in police and jus- 
tice courts is to be avoided in the campaign 
for the suppression of the betting evil which 
Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler will in- 
augurate this week. 

The assistant chief yesterday announced 
that he would seek to stamp out the pool- 
rooms by prosecuting offenders in the Crim- 
inal court. He first will make a study of 
the sort of evidence required for convictions 
in that tribunal and then go after_only that 
kind. He plans to have a detail of carefully 
selected detectives, and will begin operations 
before the middle of the week. 

Having captured and brought to hook the 
car barn bandits, and being satisfied that 
they are no longer a menace to society, the 
assistant chief is at liberty to embark on this 
special task, which it long ago was planned 
he should take up. 


Calhoun Place Den Still Open. 


One of the first places, probably, to receive 
Schuettler’s attention will be the poolroom 
at 5 Calhoun place, where scores of clerks 
bet their money daily on the horse races. 
Although the police are well aware of its 
existence no effort has been made to close 
the room. Run secretly for a time, immunity 
has resulted in contempt for the law and the 
place now js open to all comers. 

Under Chief Schuettier’s vigorous efforts 
the handbook men probably will be brought 
face to face with the law. _ ;

HOPE IN KANSAS LAW 


OPPONENTS OF VETERAN CLARKE 
PLEASED BY A DECISION. 


Western Court Lays Stress on the Pro- 
vision That Old Soldiers Are to Be 


Favored Only “ When Other Qualifi- | 


eations Are Equal ’—This Is Conten- 
tion of Those Who Want the Best 
Man for Chicago’s Chief Sanitary In- 
spector. 


The opponents of the appointment of 
Charlies L. Clarke head of the sanitary inspec- 
tlon bureau over the heads of nine superior 
competitors merely because of a technicality 
in the law favoring old soldiers received sup- 
port in their arguments from a decision 
given by the Kansas Supreme court last 
Saturday. The Topeka tribunal, while sus- 
taining the analagous Kansas law, lays 
stress on the provision that veterans only are 
to be favored “‘ when other qualifications 


are equal.”’ 

The argument of those who protest against 
the elevation of Clarke to a post for which 
the examination proved him less qualified 
than many others Is that the “ old soldier ”’ 
section of the civil service law never was in- 
tended to operate In impairment of the public 
service. It was designed, they say, only to 
favor a veteran when other conditions were 
equal. 

Appointing Power Is Judge. 

The Kansas Supreme court decided that 
the appointing power is properly the sole 
judge of qualifications. 

The Illinois statute is worded more loosely 
and permits of broader construction. It 
provides that veterans shall be preferred 
for appointment when they “are found to 
possess the business capacity necessary for 
the proper discharge of the duties of such 
office.”’ 

The question before the civil service com- 
mission is whether Clarke’s ‘“‘ business ca- 
pacity '’ is shown by his comparatively high 
grade for experience ’”’ or by his low total 
grade for all qualifications for the office, as 
shown in the examination. 


Say Law Is Not to Impair Service. 

The representatives of Hull house, which 
is striving to bring about the appointment 
of the most efficient man for the place, de- 
clare that the Kansas law makes clear the 
only reasonable intent of the veteran prefer- 
ence clause. They maintain that it Is prepos- 
terous to hold that it ever was intended to 
elevate incompetent veterans over the heads 
of more capable comnetitors. 

The civil service commission will give its 
decision in the case today.

Heads of Labor Organizations Will 
Join to Offset Body of General Mana- 
gers—Meeting to Be Held in Chicago 


on Saturday—One Hundred Leaders 


to Be Members—Session Expected to 
Produce Candidate for Chief of the 
Brotherhood—H. BE. Wills May Enter. 


To offset the general managers’ association 
of their employers, the heads of the various 
divisions of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers will meet in Chicago next Satur- 
day to form a General Chairmen’s associa- 
tion. The organization will be a central 
advisory body for the union. Through it the 
chairmen will exchange ideasand study ways 
to equalize conditions and advance the inter- 
ests of the engineers. 


One Hundred Chairmenin Union. 


There are 100 chairmen in the organization 
of the brotherhood on the continent. Half 
of them are expected to attend the meeting. 
The project to form the association was 
started at a preliminary gathering in 8t. 
Louts last January, when a committee was 
appointed to call the Chicago meeting. This 
committee consists of H. E, Wills of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, Humphrey Roberts 
of the Illinois Central, and 8. B. Brokins of 
the Wabash railroad. 

The annual convention of the brotherhood 
is to be held in Los Angeles in May, and the 
gathering of the chairmen this week may 
produce a candidate for the office of grand 
chief, now held by Warren A. Stone, who was 
appointed after the death of P. M. Arthur. 
Mr. Wills of the Northwestern road is bein 
urged to compete.

MARKET REACTS. 


Government Report of Farm Reserves, 
. with Its Suggestion That Nearly All 
Supplies in the Country Will Be 
Needed for Domestic Consumption, 
ov Makes the Sentiment More Bullish— 
€ Sharp Losses Early tn the Week All 
Recovered—Other Markets. 


The declining tendency in wheat became 
more marked during the first few days of the 
week. The liquidation which had started 
in the week before had evidently not run its 
course, and longs who were forced out of 
the market had increased competition in their 
gelling from the shorts who were encouraged 
by the downward inclination of prices to 
look for still-lower figures. The decline did 
not’stop until May wheat had sold off 18\c, 
July 1l%c, and September 10%c from the 


apparently spent itself finally: The expecta- 
tion of a bullish government report on farm 
reserves brought in some support, and the 
Market had started back when the gov- 
ernment figures came out and proved so 
much more bullish than at least a good 
many in the trade had anticipated that they

“The report of the Washington authorities 
estimating farm reserves on March lat 132,- | 
000,000 bu went a long ways toward con- 
firmi the claims of those private interests 
in. t trade which-have insisted all along 
that the crop was not as large as the govern- 
ment reports had indicated and that the 
amount of wheat left in thé country to mar- 
ket was unusually small. The estimated re- 
serves are 32,000,000 bu less than they were 
on the same day a yearago. The visible sup- 
ply is 12,000,000 bu smaller now than it was 
last year. There is apparently. therefore, a 
Geficit of 44,000,000 bu of wheat in the coun- 
try compared -.with the available stocks in. 
1003. It is fully four months before the first 
of. the new crop will begin to move. During 
these four months last year exports of wheat 
and flour ‘were only 32,000,000 bu, and yet at 
the end of them there. were only 13,000,000 
by in the visible supply, and stocks were 
lower at milling centers than they had been 
In years. 
ty Less Wheat for Export. 
It might be assumed from this comparison. 
that there dre 12,000,000 bu less wheat in the 
country for domestic consumption than there 
were last year at this time, even if no wheat 
or flour should be exported, which, of course, 
Cannot ‘be assumed.’ A good deal of wheat 
and flour will go out on old sales, and for- 
eigners' are likely to compete with domestic’ 
consumers for a part at least of the small 
surplus. Prices are so high already, how- 
ever, that exports will almost certainly be 
conkiderably lighter than they were last 
year. Comparisons. however, are sometimes 
unsafe as well as odious. For a comparison 
of the figures of supplies this year with those 
of 1898, the year of the Leiter deal, might 
justify a different conclusion... On March 
lin that year farm reserves were 121,000,000 
bt and the visible supply 33,000,000 bu. 13,- 
000,000 bu less than are available from those 
two sources this year, but in that year ex- 
ports of wheat and flour during the four 
months from March 1 were 77.000.000 bu. 
The bull leader was forcing shipments to 
Europe’ to get the wheat out of the country, 
But the high prices maintained undoubtedly 
brought about a more thorough cleaning up 
of supplies in farmers’ hands than had ever 
been known before.. There will probably be

of the new crop still more important and add 
to the interest felt in the crop outlook in the 
southwest, especially in Kansas, where the 
winter has been exceptionally dry, and all 
authorities agree that a good deal of moisture 
will be needed as soon as growing weather 
comes to prevent damage. Trere is much 
Gigagreemeni, however, as to whether or not 
any considerable damage has already bee 
gone. 
-~' Sharp Reaction in Corn. 
“There was the same sort of liquidation in 
corn as in wheat, and a break in May to 5c, 
'@ decline of 3%c for the week, was so drastic 
that probably all weak holdings of corn were 
shaken out. But there was a’ sudden and 
complete reversal in form in the market, 
ana in the last three days the loss was entire- 
ly recovered, and more. The May closed for 
the week at 54%c. There had been go persist- 
ent an absorption of corn by some interest or’ 
interests that the. market became tight and 
shorts became alarmed. and helped in bringing 
atiout the rally. .There.seems to be the im- 
pression in the local trade that Armour is 
long a big line of the May, and that there 
will be something doing before delivery day. 
Receipts have dropped off considerably the 
last week or two, owing in part to bad roads 
in the country and in part to shortage in the 
car. supply, and the falling off in movement 
has made the situation look stronger. There 
has been at the same time an improvement 
in ‘quality, although there has been some 
weather which wastrying. Cash prices have 
firmed up to some extent, but are still at un- 
usual discounts under the futures. There

More auspicious weather conditions caused. 
general improvement in the tone of whole- 
sale markets. The coal market was prac- 
tically the sole exception to this rule, anda 
spring weather break in prices was only pre- 
vented by the pessibility of a more or less 
general tieup if the miners fail to agree in 
the terms offered by the mine operators. The 
fact that at best, with terms agreed upon, 
there will probably be a suspension, perhaps 
for the greater part of April, had a firming 
influence on the market, In other lines the 
movement is improving slowly and the de-. 
mand is beginning to approach the usual 
spring volume. Difficulty in moving cars has 
lessened and the result has been almost a 
normal movement, except of lumber, which 
still is 20 per cent under that of last year. 


Metal Market Higher. 


*-The most noticeable improvement has oc- 
curred in the metal trade. Prices of metais 
are higher than last week, almost without 
exception, and although this firmness has 
not in all cases been the legitimate result 
of a corresponding increase in demand, the 
general aspect of the market was better than 
for some time past. The Iron and Machin- 
ery World says of the situation: 

“The evidences of improvement in-the 

iron and steel markets this week are more 
pronounced than-at any time this year. The 
common report fs that inquiry is improving 
and with it purchases also. In pig iron con- 
sumption is on the Increase and is now close 
to normal. Southern makers have advanced 
generally to a $9.50 basis and northern irons 
have a stronger tone. There was put into 
effect early this week an advance of $1 per 
ton in wire and nail products. Old material, 
which had been showing signs of degeneracy, 
is holding its own. There are persistent 
reports that the price of steel bars will ad- 
vance $1.00 per ton. These rumors are given 
for what they may be worth, for they lack of- 
ficial confirmation. 
‘*There are at present indications of a 
heavier consumption of iron and steel. 
Stocks are’ generally bare throughout the 
country and requirements are pressing. But 
the increased demand is not universal. There 
is only a fair trade in structural material. 
Stocks of shapes in the possession of erect- 
ing shops and of jobbers are understood to 
be quite large, having been held over from 
last year. In this respect they differ from 
the supplies of other metal material in the 
hands of consumers and dealers. Nor are 
the railroads doing much with steel rails. 
They are, however, showing greater interest 
in shop supplies. The ravages of the severe 
weather upon rolling stocks have piled up re- 
pair work for many months ahead. There is 
still some buying of cars, two roads pur- 
chasing 1,000 each.” 


Coal Market Unsettled. 


In coals the demand has suffered’from the 
weather, but with moderate stocks and a 
scattered demand from large steam consum- 
¢rs who pian to be on the safe side ifastrike 
occurs, duliness was not so marked as might 
be expected. In anthracite there have been 
a good many. cancellations of orders, but 
some orders have been placed for April deliv- 
ery with the large shipping companies. This 
business will probably be larger than a year 
ago, as a good many orders placed after the 
Sth of the month last year could not be filled 
until May or June. Practically all the large 
shipping companies report these orders for 


April. 
Lumber and Other Markets. 

Southwestern weather conditions are such 
that building ‘is increasing, and this has 
helped the lumber demand to some extent. 
Demand in the north, however, continues 
backward, but toward the middle of the week 
more Inquiry for specifications was noted, 
and conditions are becoming favorable toa 
speedy return of activity in lumber and allied 
markets. In paints and oils, while the out- 
look is improved, little actual betterment of 
demand has occurred. Dealers quite general- 
ly claim that varnish prices are to be ad- 
vanced. Sales-have increased recently; in- 
creased cost of materials, varnish gums, 
turpentine, and benzine having cut down 
profits, so that. it is claimed an advance will 
be necessary. . The state of the chemical 
trade continued unsatisfactory, demand from 
the English textile trades and other sources 
being unimproved. 

Jobbing sales of spring wares, dry goods, 
millinery, clothing, footwear, and men’s fur- 
nishings showed some improvement during 
the week and reached a fairly satisfactory 
total. Better sales were noted in groceries 
and canned goods, and consumption of food- 
stuffs generally was good despite high prices,

SHORTS BEAT A RETREAT, 


EXPECTED DECISION IS NOT 
HANDED DOWN. 


It Is Difficult to Understand Why Wall 
‘Street Construes an Absence of an 
Opinion in the Cnse as & “Ball 
Point ”—Uncertainty of the Outcome 
Is Main Cause of Stagnation Which 
Breaks All Recent Records—Impor- 
tance Considered as Exaggerated. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—{Special.}—There 
was the usual covering of short contracts 
last Monday afternoon, when it became 
known that the Supreme court in Washing? 
ton would not on that day hand down its 
decision in the Northern Securities case. 
There had been some short selling of stocks 
toward the close of last week om the notion 
the decision would come down Monday, and 
in its absence there was nothing left to the 
short interest save to retreat from its popi- 
tion. | 

In consequence buying of this character in 
Monday’s stock market closed slightly higher 
than last Saturday’s last figures, but the 
subsequent drift of prices was slowly and 
steadily downward. It is becoming more 
dificult all the time to understand why 
speculative Wall street should construe the 
absence of a decision in the Northern Securi- 
ties case as a “ bull point.” 

> 

It is perfectly apparent that the uncer- 
tainty with regard to that decision is the 
main cause of the market’s stagnation, 
which last week attained virtually a record 
breaking degree. Wide advertisement has 
been given this case for nearly three years 
past, and has had the inevitable effect of 
exaggerating its importance in the public 
mind. It will not be questioned for a mo- 
ment that the fina] ruling of the court-is of 
vast importance in more senses than one, 
but marketwise it is open to doubt whether 
the adverse decision has not already been 
thoroughly discounted. 


It is almost incomprehensible that the 
volume of business on the New York stock 
exchange should have become reduced in 
to eight years ago, yet such is a 
fact, as set forth last week. What, it may 
be asked, is the nature of the paralysis 
which is afflicting the situation? 

The country’s wealth has been enormously 
augmented since 1896 through & generally 
successful agricultural outturn, increased 
production of its mines, increase in popula- 
tion, and the incessant activity of a great 
commercial nation. 

For gome insoluble reason, however, there 
is a profound lack of confidence and sta- 
bility in ‘the market situation. While specu- 
lative liquidation undoubtedly has been con- 
cluded, it has not been succeeded by an in- 
vestment demand for securities in consider- 
able volume. 


It seems to be the case of Wall street at 
the present time that the fear of ill exceeds 
the ill thatis feared. For that reason may be 
noted one of the most encouraging signs 
that have been witnessed in many months, 
observed in the slight improvement in the 
genuine outside demand for investment se- 


curities.

Irregularity is still the characteristic of all 
movements in the stock markets, and, a!- 
though the settlement once more has been 
surmounted without any failures, ‘it is an 
open secret that in several cases assistance 
was given. 

Though there has been practically no defi- 
nite information as to the course of the war in 
the far east, yet for some reason Japanese 
bonds have fallen while Russians have ad- 
vanced. Even several Chinese issues are 
showing improvement. As the situation in 
the Balkans is reported less threatening, 
Turkish stocks have risen sharply, while 
Bulgarians have advanced as much as 3 
points. There has been a recovery in French, 
Austrian, Hungarian, and Italian rentes. 
Canadians have displayed a little more stead- 
iness since the Grand Trunk meeting, and 
Argentine rails have come into renewed 
favor. 

Discussing the question of a shortage of 
floating stocks a writer in the Financial News 
points out that without large supplies specu- 
lation naturally comes to a standstill, andas 
operators naturally shrink from a market 
which is not constantly free in this respect 
this is just what has happened to both 
American and home rails. Many shrewd 
market critics are of the opinion that the 
heyday of speculation in both cases has 
passed. The supply of money during the 
week has been abundant. Enough loans for 
the day can be obtained at 2 or 2% per cent.
